Washington, D. C., rn an effort to 
effect a settlement that was ex­ 
pected to set a pattern for the re­ 
conversion period, 
With the Oil Workers’ union de­ 
mand for a 30 per cent wage in­ 
crease embodying the program of 
other powerful CIO organizations, 
and with the oil companies’ offer of 
a 
15 per cent boost representing 
the usual compromise, final disposi­ 
tion of the case would go far to­ 
ward determining the amount of

for 
employees 
during the ensuing months, 
Schwellenbach’s decision to shift 
the parley to Washington, D, C., 
from Chicago, 111., followed upon an 
early deadlock in the bargaining 
over the union’s insistence that the 
dispute be settled on an industry­ 
wide basis and the companies’ stand 
that contracts should be signed by 
individual plants. 
Meanwhile, over 1,500,000 persons

I Ease Controls 
In a move hit by OPA because of 
inflationary possibilities, but rapped 
by finance companies because of its 
restricted 
scope,

removed all credit controls over 
building renovation and eased reg- 
u.ations on loans for services or 
non-essential purchases. 
Remaining unchanged in view' of 
popular demand and limited supply

MEAT: 
Moro Available 


Because of the seasonal increase 
in the marketings of range fed c a t­ 
tle, OPA removed point require­ 
ments for lower grades of beef, veal 
and lamb through most of October, 
and also made hamburger, lamb and 
■ ca. ptunes, short rib# a n d bi n-net 
of beef, breast and flank of lamb 
and shank of veal ration-free. 
In 
addition, 
points 
were 
lifted 
from such low-grade m eat products 
as sausage, frankfurters, luncheon 
variety and canned meats. 
In contrast, however, the contin­ 
ued tight supply of hogs and fin­ 
ished cattle necessitated the reten­ 
tion of current point values on pork 
cuts, bacon and other cured meats, 
and choice selections of beef, veal 
and 
lamb. Though fats and oils 
were kept on the rationing list, point 
removal on cheaper meat will fur­ 
nish additional stamps for these 
items. 


Henry II Takes Over 


JAPAN: 
Historic Precedent 
September 27, 1945, went down In 
history as the red-letter day on 
which a Japanese emperor, unbend­ 
ing himself in defeat, m ade a per­ 
sona! call upon a victorious U. S. 
commander to break all precedent. 
God to his people, small, wiry 
Hirohito, in formal morning clothes 
and high si.k top hat, was very 
much man to Gen. Douglas Mac­ 
Arthur, who, steeped in occupation­ 
al duties, met him in informal mili­ 
tary attire and without a tie. 
Motoring to the American em bas­ 
sy in Tokyo for the visit, Hirohito 
made his cal! just as MacArthur set 
about shaping plans for the re-edu- 
ca-tion of the Japanese people and 
stripping Nippon of all its war mak­ 
ing potentialities by an economic 
reformation. 
In recasting the Japanese mind, 
MacArthur 
chose 
to 
pursue 
the 
present policy of working through 
native personnel. Japanese press, 
radio, movies, government informa­ 
tion bureaus, schools and various so­ 
cial groups would be used as me­ 
diums 
for 
the 
dissemination 
of 
democratic principles and ideals for 
world co-operation. 
In Japan’s economic reformation, 
the U. S. will strive for the eradica­ 
tion of all potential war industry, 
confining the "Nipponese merely to 
civilian 
production. 
At the same 
time, efforts,will be made to break 
up the business monopoly of the four 
great houses of Mitsibushi, Mitsui, 
Yusada, and Sumitomo, and pro­ 
mote 
widespread 
ownership 
and 
trade. Organization of labor and 
agricultural organizations also will 
be encouraged. 
Meanwhile, 
Japanese 
economic 
experts called for a resumption of 
trade with the U. S. to speed Nip­ 
pon^ postwar recovery and stave 
off impending privation. In return 
for American cotton, wool, salt, oil, 
iron, sugar and leather the Japa- ! 
nest proposed exports of silk, gold, 
porcelain ware and lacquer goods.

JOBLESS BENEFITS: 
Shelve Bill 


Declaring that the current wave 
of strikes has confused the question 
of whether a real need exists for 
the lengthening of unemployment 
compensation payments up to 28 
weeks, the powerful house ways and 
means committee held up a senate 
hill providing federal aid for exten­ 
sion of benefits. 
By its action, the house group 
dealt a body blow to President Tru­ 
man’s program for jobless aid, since 
the senate in passing a modified bill 
previously had refused to boost un­ 
employment compensation up to a 
maximum of $25 weekly. The sen­ 
ate m easure would have permitted 
the federal government to advance 
sufficient 
sums 
to 
the states to 
spread jobless payments over 26 
weeks. 
House committee rejection of the 
bill stirred labor’s wrath, AFL Pres. 
William Green accusing the con­ 
gressmen of “ callous disregard of 
human needs,” and CIO Chieftain 
Philip Murray calling upon the CIO 
and its Political Action com m ittee 
for an all-out drive to “secure re­ 
versal of this shameful act.” 


To funky, 28-year-old Henry Ford ll, 
u ho in college displayed more of a pert* 
chant for sociology than engineering, went 
the presidency of the huge Ford Motor 
company, following the retirement of his 
famed grandfather from active service with 
the firm.

I pan assuming hts post, Henry the ll 
declared hts ambition was to return Ford 
to leadership in safes again, the company 
havtng trailed Chevrolet throughout most 
of the decade preceding the w ar.

organization of the United N ations 
in Quebec, starting October 16. 
This is the first of the perm anent 
new United N ations a gen cies to be 
launched after the end of hostilities, 
which 
m arks 
the 
im portance 
at­ 
tached to its deliberations by our 
governm ent and the governm ents of 
all the 44 United N ations. As this 
is written, the list of A m erican dele­ 
gates to the conference has not been 
announced. 
It 
is likely, 
however, 
that the d elegates trom m e United 
States will be headed by Howard 
T alley of the departm ent of agricul­ 
ture, who has acted as the United 
States representative on the Interim 
com m ission of the organization. 


The food and agricu ltural or­ 
ganization ratified by the 44 na­ 
tions at San F ra n cisco is part 
and parcel, and a m ost im por­ 
tant 
function 
of 
the 
U nited 
N ations organisation. It is not 
a relief agen cy. Its aim is to im ­ 
prove world agricu lture and to 
in crease 
food 
production; 
to 
provide a higher standard of diet 
and raise the lev els of nutri­ 
tion and the standards of living 
throughout the world . . . all of 
which is intended to contribute 
to an expanding world econom y. 


The organization will likely set up 
m achinery which will function for 
world 
agriculture 
and 
production 
m uch like our own departm ent of I 
agriculture functions in the United 1 
States . . . in an advisory capacity, 
passing along sc ientific developm ent 
. . . the dissem ination of agricul­ 
tural knowledge . . . technical in­ 
formation and the results of sci­ 
entific agricultural research . . . to 
aid in setting up a gen cies in all the 
44 countries for com bating soil ero­ 
sion, to im prove soil and crops, to 
develop 
better 
livestock 
. . . 
to 
take into consideration reforestation 
. . . rural electrification . . . farm 
to m arket roads . . . exploration of 
new sources of food . . . to provide 
better tools for prim itive farm ers 
to increase production . . . attention 
to surplus crops and a better dis­ 
tribution of these crops and m any 
other subjects necessarily attendant 
to the huge and com plicated task of 
providing m ore and better food for 
a world and its population ravished 
by years of total war. 


Noi Enough Land 
T here are now about 2,200.000,000 
hum an beings populating 
this old 
world on which we Live, and the e x ­ 
perts predict that at present rate 
of increase there will be a billion 
m ore by the end of Hie century. 
T hese experts further point out that 
there are at present only about 4,- 
000,000,000 acres of arable land in 
use, which is less than 2'^ acres 
per capita 
E ven in our own coun­ 
try there is only a fraction more 
than seven acres per capita in farm 
lands, including woodlands and pas­ 
ture lands. If we would take into 
account only 
the crop lands har­ 
v ested, 
approxim ately 
321,250,000 
acres, our per capita acrea ge would

tinue to p ro d u ce insufficient food tc 
feed its billions of h u m a n s .

WASHINGTON.—One of the g rav ­ 
est problem* with which the FBI w as 
confronted throughout World War II 
was the theft of governm ent prop­ 
erty. 
Millions of dollars In Irre­ 
placeable tools were lost, and It is 
to the credit of A m erican industry 
that this trem endous drain was not 
allowed to impede our w ar effort. 
During the fiscal y ear 1945, theft 
of government property convictions 
showed an increase of 182 per cent 
over the sam e 1943 period. 
In all, 
there were 1,815 convictions in this 
category 
in 
1945. 
com pared with 
1.143 in 1944 and 643 in 1943—an 
alarm ing increase indeed. 
Three civilians were sentenced at 
Boston for stealing em ergency r a ­ 
tions and equipment from lifeboats 
and rafts being outfitted 
for the 
United Stated navy. 
Their activity, 
had it not been detected, could have 
been the direct cause of starvation 
cf sh ip wrr e< ked men. 
At Albany, N. Y., a captain in 
the qu arterm aste r corps was sen- j 
tbnced 
for 
stealing 
governm ent- 
owned trucks and tires for his own 
profit 
An arm y sergeant and three 
Civilians were convicted in the sam e 
case. 
A pproxim ately 
$7,800 
in 
stolen 
governm ent property was recovered 
with the arrest of a w ar worker in 
the East. In his home the FBI found 
enough 
screw 
drivers, 
flashlights 
and other sm all tools to stock a 
h ard w are store. In another instance 
a war plant employee took home a j 
pocketful of nails each day. 
The 
FBI recovered SOO pounds of nails, 
in sm all paper sacks, hidden under 
his porch. 
Other FBI investigations involved j 
the theft of $15,000 worth of equip­ 
m ent from a Florida arm y air force 
training school and $20,000 worth of 
brass valves used for em ergency 
repairs of w arships in New York. 
Severe penalties are provided for 
these offenses. 
Persons guilty of 
stealing property belonging to the 
governm ent or being m anufactured 
by private concerns under arm y and 
navy contracts face a m axim um of 
five years im prisonm ent and $5,000 
fine, 
Those receiving stolen prop­ 
erty are subject to the sam e penal­ 
ties.
